REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 



REPORT ON EDUCATION. 



The Committee on Education respectfully submit the following 
report : 

Although the state of the country has seriously affected the 
institutions of learning under our care, they have nevertheless 
accomplished a noble work in educating the rising generation, 
and fitting them for duty. These times are peculiarly trying to 
our Church educational interests, and demand increased attention 
and energy in their support. Preachers should impress upon our 
people that now, more than ever, a broad and thorough education 
is needed for the entire community. 

The Ohio Wesleyan University is reported by the Commit 
tee of Visitation in a highly-prosperous condition. Its Faculty are 
learned, popular, and faithful, and its finances in a healthful 
state. A deep and earnest religious sentiment prevails among its 
students, giving promise of great usefulness to the Church.

Resolved , That Rev. Pi. S. Rust and Rev. W. I. Fee be Visitors 
to the University for the ensuing year, and that the Conference 
request the presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. L. I). M’Cabe a 
professor in the University. 

The Wilberforce University has, to our deep regret, sus 
pended operations for the present. Its success during the four past 
years has been truly gratifying to its friends. It has educated 
and sent forth many teachers and preachers devoted to the service 
of God and ardently desirous to elevate their race, and these are 
doing a work of which the University and those who have labored 
in it may well be proud. The last year has been one of great 
trial. Yet the Faculty have succeeded in bringing it nobly 
through, and its examinations reflected great honor upon both 
teachers and pupils. The rebellion and the consequent difficulty 
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of obtaining funds from the South have increased the pecuniary 
embarrassments of the University to such a degree that the sus- 
pension was deemed necessary, and your Committee hope that in 
better times its benevolent work may be resumed, to become a 
lasting blessing to the African race. 

The Standing Committee of Visitation for the Wesleyan 
Female College report, that “they have experienced no com- 
mon pleasure in witnessing the excellence of the examinations, 
notwithstanding all the peculiar embarrassments of the year. 
The classes generally exhibited a proficiency which reflected 
great credit on the skill and industry of the teachers. Perhaps 
in no former year, and in no other similar institution, have there 
been more praiseworthy evidences of intellectual discipline and 
progress.” The College has continued to suffer under the accu- 
mulated load of debts contracted for its grounds and buildings, 
and also of scholarships sold for the payment of its current ex- 
penses in past yoars. It has been sold to satisfy the original 
mortgage, but there is ground of hope of reviving the institution, 
with some modifications of its Board of Trustees, and the Com- 
mittee are happy to assure the Conference that the College which 
for years accomplished so much good in the education of young 
ladies still lives and yet has before it a future of great promise, 
and we commend the Faculty to the prayers and confidence of the 
Church. 

j Resolved, That the preachers stationed at Finley, Trinity, and 
Asbury Chapels be the Committee of Visitation, and that the 
presiding Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. R. Allyn as Pres- 
ident of the College for the coming year. 

The Springfield Female College is more than usually 
flourishing under the charge of President Dial, his lady, and his 
popular assistant teachers. No report of its finances has been 
furnished. 

Resolved , That Rev. W. I. Ellsworth and the preachers to be 
stationed at Springfield be the Committee of Visitation for the 
year. 

The Xenia Female College is growing in influence under 
the superintendence of President Smith, who is a most diligent 
and successful manager of all its affairs, and he is assisted by a 
popular and competent corps of teachers. Its finances are in a 
healthful condition. 

Resolved , That the presiding elder and preacher in charge of • 
Xenia district and station be the Visiting Committee for the 
year. 

The Hillsboro Female College has enjoyed a fair de gree 
of prosperity for the past year. The examinations afforded evi- 
dences of the efficiency of the Principal, Miss M. J. Warren, and 
her co-teachers, and of the proficiency of the pupils. The in- 
debtedness is said to be provided for on the condition that the 
Conference comply with the resolution of last year, to collect 
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the sum of $5,000. The attention of Conference is asked to this 
proposition. 

Resolved , That the presiding elder and the preacher in charge 
of Hillsboro district and station be the Visiting Committee. 

The Linden Hill Academy has been open through the year 
with some success; but, in view of the resignation of Professor 
J. Braden, Principal of the school, and the difficulty of supply- 
ing the place, together with the distracted condition of the 
country, the Trustees have decided to close the institution for the 
present. 

The Committee on the German Department in Baldwin Uni- 
YERSITY report that the number of students is not large, many 
having gone to fight the battles of their country. The examin- 
ations were excellent, and Professor llothweiler is deserving of 
special commendation. The institution offers rare privileges for 
Germans to give their children a thorough religious education.

Resolved, That Kev. Dr. Nast be the Committee of Visitation 
for the ensuing year. 
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The plan of affording pecuniary aid to our institutions, inau- 
gurated at the last Conference, has only been partially carried 
into effect. Its success in the places where it was pre- 
sented by the preachers, has shown the willingness of our peo- 
ple to respond cheerfully to the noble enterprise of education. 
It is recommended that it be continued for the next year ; and 
it is urged that a more general attention be given this enter- 
prise, since the educational work is only inferior in promise of 
usefulness to the missionary and pastoral work. Rev. J. F. Chal- 
fant, Treasurer of the Committee, has about 8100 in his hands, 
and asks direction as to its disposition. In conclusion, your Com- 
mittee recommend that the preachers give, at this time of con- 
fusion, more than common labor and prayer to the interests of 
our educational work. Good morality demands this. Piety calls 
for it, and the leaders of the Church should not be remiss in 
regard to it.

In our brief report we have not time to expatiate on the neces- 
sity, importance, and glorious results of the distribution of relig- 
ious tracts. The organization of the great armies of the United 
States has created an increased necessity for an enlarged liberality, 
and a much more zealous and combined effort in this good work. 
The army presents a most interesting and promising field of use- 
fulness to all who give their money to this cause, as well as to tract 
distributers. The soldiers generally receive with eagerness the 
tracts offered them, especially the wounded and sick in all our 
hospitals. 

It gives us great pleasure to report, the Church is becoming 
fully awake to this important work, and her authorities are devis- 
ing liberal things in providing and sending forth a supply of tracts 
and other excellent reading for our noble troops. 

No agency has been devised and brought into use which equals 
that of the chaplains in the several regiments and all the military 
hospitals for the distribution of tracts to the troops, in every depart- 
ment of our army. We must, therefore, look to the chaplains for 
the economical, judicious, and profitable distribution of tracts and 
other reading matter sent them for the use of the soldiers. 

We earnestly commend this great interest to the attention and 
liberality of the members and friends of our Church throughout 
our bounds, and submit the following resolutions for consideration 
and adoption : 

1. Resolved ', That each preacher in charge be requested to take 
a collection during the Conference year, in all his congregations, 
and forward the same to the Treasurer of the Parent Society. 

2. Resolved , That we will encourage our people to make more 

liberal contributions for the purchase of tracts and other good 
reading-matter for the special benefit of the brave soldiers of our 
armies.

REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Whereas^ in prosecution of a scheme of infamy unsurpassed, a 
portion of our countrymen have begun and prosecuted a rebellion 
against the Government of our country; and, 

Whereas , we can, by the most careful scrutiny, find no reason 
whatever for this outbreak of hostility, nor for the enmity and 
bitterness that have characterized this rebellion, and no cause for 
them but that of slavery, to extend and perpetuate which wicked 
men have taken up arms; and, 

Whereas , it is always becoming that Christian patriots should 
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evidence by word and deed their devotion to their country, espe- 
cially in its hour of peril and need ; therefore, 

1. Resoloed , That we hereby express the hearty sympathy we 
feel, as Christian citizens, for our Government in the struggle it 
is now carrying on against those who have raised traitorous hands 
to subvert our political institutions, and to dismember our once 
vigorous and prosperous Union. In this wicked effort we recog- 
nize the spirit of slavery, hostile to and irreconcilable with liberty — 
a spirit that would poison the fountains of our political welfare, 
would sap the foundations of our prosperity, and would deal a 
fatal blow at our very existence as a united people. 

2. Resolved , That while we confess our sins as a people, and 
those corruptions that have drawn upon us the visitations of an 
offended God, and while we lament the calamities that have be- 
fallen us, we yet feel unbounded confidence in the justice of the 
cause of freedom and law, for which we are now contending, and 
we have faith in Almighty God that he will, in his own good time, 
vindicate that cause by the utter overthrow of this rebellion, to- 
gether with that system of human slavery that has given it its 
birth and all of strength it has possessed. 

3. Resolved , That we will continue to besiege a Throne of Grace 
in behalf of our cause, of liberty and good order, and will, as 
ever, continue our efforts, publicly and privately, as ministers and 
as citizens, in behalf of our Government; hereby declaring our 
willingness and determination to serve our country in any position 
to which that country may call us, ever holding ourselves as ready 
as our fathers were to consecrate to our country’s interest and sal- 
vation “our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honors.” 

4. Resolved, That our brethren who are now in the National 
army, in any position, have our warmest sympathy, and shall have 
our earnest prayers for their health, success, and safe return to 
their homes, and we commend them to the care of that God who 
controls all things for his guidance and protection in the faithful 
and successful discharge of their duty.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 

1. We hold this truth as evident, that the Gospel must not 
only be published to all nations, but that an itinerant ministry, 
m some way, is necessary to such result. It harmonizes with the 
New Testament economy, carrying abroad into all the world the 
peaceful tidings of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 

2. This being true, the inquiry is natural, how shall the itin- 
erancy be sustained and rendered still more efficient in the great 
work of saving souls? That minister who is indifferent to the 
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great duties of the pulpit, should either immediately reform or 
retire. 

3. Your Committee deeply regret having to express the belief 
that one of the principal impediments to the temporal and spir- 
itual prosperity of the Church is pecuniary and unnecessary re- 
trenchment at the altar of God. When hard times come, it is too 
frequently the case that retrenchment is made to begin at the 
Church. If we owe all blessings, earthly and spiritual, for time 
and eternity, to the Gospel of Christ, we should retrench else- 
where first, and continue sustaining the Gospel, our only hope, 
first, last, and forever. When ministers’ salaries are far below 
their expenses, it is wrong to make said salaries still less. Like 
other men, they would turn to some other employment, but dare 
not sever the moral obligations of Heaven upon them. They feel 
that it is either do or die. They should not seek to lay up treas- 
ure from the Church, but their expenses must be paid, or the 
order and will of Heaven is violated. If a charge says, we are 
too poor to pay our Church expenses, this will not release them 
while the remedy is in their own power. Why petition Confer- 
ence to be an independent charge, with a promise at the same 
time to pay all expenses? And on finding this could not be done, 
why did they not ask the next Conference to unite them with 
some other charge, with less ministerial service, till such ina- 
bility was removed ? The practice known to exist of some min- 
isters for a series of years doing the work and paying on their 
expenses for the Church more per annum than any member they 
serve, ought to cease. 

4. A prominent glory in our Church economy is its support by 
voluntary contributions ; yet is this universally true ? If a charge 
fails paying a minister’s expenses by some one or two hundred 
dollars, which often occurs, is he not compelled to foot the bill, 
and is not this by compulsion ? The apostle said, “Even so hath 
the Lord ordained that they which preach the Gospel should live 
of the Gospel. ,, 

The expenses of the largest families in moving, traveling, and 
sacrifice in property per annum not refunded is large, and when 
deducted from a salary of one thousand dollars, will leave to each 
member of the family about one hundred dollars for one year’s 
support. If the salary be five hundred dollars, each member will 
receive about fifty dollars; and if the salary be three hundred 
dollars, it will divide about twenty-three dollars among them. 

Your Committee submit to the Conference the following resolu- 
tions : 

1. Resolved , That we urge upon our people the great necessity 
of increased liberality, making ample provision for their preach- 
ers’ support. 

2. Resolved , That the report of last year on finance remain un- 
changed. 

3. Resolved , That all charges in this Conference failing to pay 
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in full their preachers’ expenses for the ensuing year he relieved 
of their embarrassment by recommending that they be, at the 
next Conference, united with other appointments, when unable to 
pay their Church claims. 

4. Resolved , That an allowance dividing less than one hundred • 
dollars per annum to each member of a minister’s family is not 
sufficient, and in such cases the board of stewards shall open an 
additional subscription among the members and friends of the 
Church, for provisions, clothing, and fuel, at cash prices, till the 
deficiency is made up; and that the presiding elders, when neces- 
sary, call the attention of their quarterly meeting conferences to 
this subject. 

5. Resolved , That those liberal charges and members of our 
Church who, in these times of trial, make every effort in sustain- 
ing, and nobly meeting all claims of the Church upon them, are 
entitled to encouragement, and have our highest commendation, 
our prayers, and the fond recollections of memory imperishable.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE.

While every heart is aroused and every hand reaches for means 
of defense when rumors reach us of the approach of armed foes, 
how can we be quiet in the presence of a foe hoary with years, 
and stained with the blood of our fellow-citizens — ay, of the 
members of our own families ? 

And with all the advantages employed by grog-sellers and 
distillers in this time of our country’s trial, and the success with 
which their efforts have been crowned, is this any time to relax

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our efforts? The distillers of the land are active and earnest. 
Their howl over taxation imposed upon their unholy manufacture 
was heard by every ear — deadening the lament of suffering wives, 
the sorrow of suffering widows, and cries of orphaned children. 
And this was successful in deferring the imposition of the tax. 
We ask you, brethren of the Conference, and through you of 
the Methodists within the bounds of the Cincinnati Conference, 
shall we be less diligent and earnest in opposing than dis- 
tillers have been, and still are, in promoting this corrupt and 
damnable traffic? 

The clap-trap objection that temperance is a threadbare sub- 
ject, and the people are not interested, has deceived us and 
closed our lips long enough. If threadbare, let us put a finish 
on it. If our people are not interested, let us at once go to 
work and seek to educate our people up to the point where they 
shall feel an interest in the work of saving men from the bonds 
of Bacchus and the devil. We recommend the following: 

1. Resolved , That we regard the subject of temperance as 
a legitimate one for presentation from our pulpits. 

2. Resolved , That we pledge ourselves to aid temperance men 

in our several fields of labor in every manner we can, in promoting 
the cause of temperance.

MEMOIR OF REV. WESLEY ROWE. 

Rev. Wesley Rowe, of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, 
was born near Frankfort, Ross county, 0., on the 4th of April, 
1809, and departed this life, of typhoid fever, in Monroe, twenty- 
five miles north of Cincinnati, on the morning of the 8th of Feb- 
ruary, 1862, in the fifty-third year of his age. 

His parents — Reuben and Lucy — emigrated from Virginia to 
Chillicothe, 0., in 1806, and subsequently to the vicinity of 
Frankfort. Mr. Rowe had been a local preacher for many years 
previous to the birth of his son Wesley, and one of no ordinary 
ability and usefulness in the Church. He took a deep interest in 
the religious training of his children. In this new locality he 
immediately erected a dwelling-house, in which the Rev. John 
Collins was the first to preach and to introduce the itinerant min- 
istry into this part of the country. Young Rowe was, by this 
veteran of the Cross, dedicated to God in holy baptism in his in- 
fancy, and as years developed was taught the saving principles of 
the Gospel. In early life he was the subject of strong religious 
influence, as may be gathered from the following note in his 
journal: 

“I was early instructed in religion. From my earliest recol- 
lection to the present I have not spent a day without prayer to 
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God, and the prayers which father and mother taught me I use to 
the present time. I believe I enjoyed religion when a child, and 
had the Church used the same industry then as now, I should not 
have lost the comforting influence of the Spirit on my heart.” 

He connected himself formally with the Church, and made his 
first public profession of religion, in the nineteenth year of his 
age, during a camp meeting held on his father’s farm. In three 
months from that time he was licensed to exhort, and appointed 
leader of a class, some five miles from his home. For two years 
he never missed but two appointments. He now began to feel 
the call of God to the work of the ministry, but, like" many oth- 
ers, excused himself on the ground of incapacity for such a mo- 
mentous work; he, therefore, pushed off into the business of the 
world to seek his fortune, and enjoy the repose of private life. 
On the 18th of November, 1830, he was united in marriage with 
Miss Cynthia A. Kious, daughter of Captain Kious, of Fayette 
county, 0., an amiable lady, of much assistance to him till death 
loosed the bands that bound them together, in the thirteenth year 
of their marriage. 

In 1832 he was licensed to preach, by order of the quarterly 
conference of Deer Creek circuit, Rev. A. Eddy, presiding elder. 
In 1834 he was recommended by the quarterly conference of 
Washington circuit as a suitable person for admission, on trial, 
into the traveling connection, and was, accordingly, admitted by 
the Ohio Annual Conference during its session of the same year, 
held in the town of Circleville. The following is a list of ap- 
pointments, which he filled with acceptance and much success: 

Circuits — White Oak, 1834; Adelphi, 1835; French Grant, 
1836; Deer Creek, 1837-38; Brush Creek, 1839 ; White Oak, 
1840; New Richmond, 1841; Sabina, 1844; Mechanicsburg, 
1845; Georgetown, 1846; White Oak, 1847; West White Oak, 
1848 ; and to this he was returned as supernumerary in 1849 ; 
Miami, 1850. 

Stations — Fulton, 1842; Portsmouth, 1843; York-Street, Cin- 
cinnati, 1851-52; Asbury, 1853-54; Ripley, 1855; M’Kendree, 
Cincinnati, 1856-57; York-Street, 1858-59 ; Troy, Miami county, 
0., 1860; and Monroe, 1861. 

Such is the proverbial healthiness of Monroe, and sueh were 
the deep afflictions of brother Rowe during his year at Troy, and 
in view, also, of the belief of his adaptation to his last charge, 
the appointing power assigned to him this field of labor. As 
usual, he entered upon his work in the spirit of a true evangelist, 
as may be seen by the following note in his journal : 

“I moved to Monroe, 0., September 18, 1861, and commenced 
my labors as pastor of the Church. The folks at Monroe received 
us with great Christian kindness. May the good Lord grant this 
to be a good year to the Church and to us ! 0, Lord, revive thy 

work this year !” 

Commencing in such a spirit, who could doubt of success, had 
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he lived ? But his years were numbered ; the labors of life must 
soon close; and the servant, from the field of toil, must hasten 
home to receive his reward. 

On the 28th of January he was taken violently by what was 
supposed to be inflammatory rheumatism. This was soon arrested. 
On the next evening he attended Church, having had a protracted 
meeting in progress, and exhorted the people with much effect. 
Upon his return home he was again violently seized with pain in 
various parts of his body. After a few days the disease resolved 
itself into typhoid fever, and on the morning of the 8th of Feb- 
ruary, about half-past three o’clock, he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. 

On Wednesday before his death, brother West, of Middletown, 
called to see him, and after prayer brother Rowe called on him to 
sing a few verses of the hymn, commencing, 

“ Jesua died on Calvary’s mountain.” 

During the singing he shouted triumphantly, and was very happy. 
On being told, but a few hours before his death, that he was now 
in the midst of a terrific gale of affliction, but that he would 
reach the port securely, “Yes,” said he, raising his hand, as 
though to bid defiance to the storm, “but I shall weather it — 
there is light ahead.” Being again asked by one of his ministe- 
rial brethren, “What word shall I take to the Conference for you, 
if you should not recover from this sickness?” he replied, “I 
have fought the good fight ! I have kept the faith !” Here his 
utterance failed; but the brightness of his eye, and the calmness 
of his countenance, revealed the vision of his faith and the glo- 
rious object of his hope in that sun-bright clime. 

He has left an affectionate and faithful wife behind him, who 
was the partner of his lights and shadows for the last seventeen 
years — the daughter of Mr. John Hitch, of Clermont county, 0. — 
and, also, eight children — four by his first wife, and the same 
number by his now bereaved widow. Two sons are now in the 
military service of their country — one in the army, and the other 
in the navy. 

Brother Rowe was succeeding well in his last station. The 
better the people knew, the more they loved him. His funeral 
sermon was preached in the new church at Monroe, by brother 
Marlay, his presiding elder, to one of the largest congregations 
ever assembled in that town. His elder paid to his memory the 
following tribute of respect : 

“I have known brother Rowe for twenty-one years in the min- 
istry, and, though he has always been a man of delicate health, 
sometimes suffering much, yet he has always been faithful and 
successful in his work. Few men among us have been more suc- 
cessful in gathering persons into the Church, and his record is on 
high.” 

The truth of this tribute will be seen, when, as the result of 
the close research of the writer of this memoir into brother 
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Rowe’s journal, faithfully kept from year to year, it is stated, that, 
in the course of his ministry, not less than 4,806 persons have 
been brought into the Church through his instrumentality, and 
thirteen persons introduced into the Gospel ministry, several of 
whom are still living, and faithful in their ministry. His mortal 
remains rest in Monroe cemetery, near Monroe, in a beautiful lot 
consecrated for the reception of any member of an itinerant’s 
family who may die in that charge. 

Brother Rowe was much respected in his various charges, 
among the. masses — never arbitrary in his administration. Cheer- 
fulness always sat smiling on his countenance, and if he occasion- 
ally indulged in pleasant humor, intermingled with sparklings of 
witticism, it was of the meek and gentle character that frequently 
administered grace to the hearer. He loved the fire of revivals. 
The tears of the penitent and shouts of the new-born soul consti- 
tuted an element in which his heart delighted; and now that he 
is gone we can, by the eye of faith, 

M Beliold him first among the saints, as best 
Becomes the faithful minister of God. 

See where he walks on yonder mount, that lifts 
Its summit high, on the right hand of bliss, 

Sublime in glory, talking with his peers 
Of the incarnate Savior’s love, and past 
Afflictions lost in present joy ! See how 
His face with heavenly ardor glows, and now 
His hand, enraptured, strikes the golden lyre!”

MEMOIR OF REV. HENRY E. PURKISER. 

Rev. Henry E. Purkiser was born in Clermont county, 0., 
August 28, 1827. 

Under religious culture his heart was early impressed with a 
sense of responsibility to God, and he connected himself with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on his birthday, August 28, 1844. 
For some time he felt it was his duty to devote his life to the 
work of the ministry, and accordingly was licensed to preach 
June 7, 1851. But the local ranks did not meet the full meas- 
ure of his convictions of duty — the sentiment was ever present 
to his mind, 

M ’T is all my business here below 
To cry, ‘ Behold the Lamb!’ ” 

Under the anointings of the Holy Ghost for the work to which 
he was called, his whole soul was absorbed in the one thought, 

“ Happy, if, with my latest breath, 

I may but gasp his name — 

Preach him to all, and cry in death,’’ 

‘Behold, behold the Lamb!’ ” 
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Accordingly, in the year 1852 he entered his life-work by ad- 
mission into the itinerancy of the Cincinnati Conference. 

Brother Purkiser occupied the following fields of labor : Addi- 
son circuit, 1852; Concord, 1853; Winchester, 1854; Lewisburg, 
1855; Fletcher, 1856-7; Wayne and Covington, supernumerary, 
1858; New Carlisle, 1859; Piqua circuit, 1860; Aberdeen, 1861. 
In these various posts of duty he gave unmistakable proofs of his 
call to the work, and his fidelity in discharging the functions of 
his office. God owned his labors in the conversion of souls as 
seals to his ministry. In every sense of the word he was true to 
his calling. Not having enjoyed a classical education, yet he had 
a mind stored with useful knowledge, and, united with burning 
zeal and indefatigable labor, he made his mark, securing the 
esteem and confidence of the people, and contributing largely to 
the prosperity of Zion. He never shrank from duty, but with- 
humble reliance upon God he gladly availed himself of every op- 
portunity to proclaim the unsearchable riches of Christ. 

His last appointment was one of trial, not because of any per- 
sonal considerations, but on account of the extreme delicacy of 
the health of his family, which utterly precluded the possibility 
of a removal to his remote field of labor, and the necessity of his 
presence at home to minister to the companion of his life. But 
grace enabled him to make the sacrifice, and, tearing himself 
- from the endearments of home, he hastened to his distant ap- 
pointment with apparently new zeal and ardor. 

A few weeks before his death, passing through Dayton, he 
preached at Sears-Street Chapel with unwonted unction and 
power, and seemed to have received a fresh baptism of the Spirit. 
On his return home, exhausted and somewhat unwell from his 
excessive labor, he was compelled to submit to medical treatment. 
His disease was inflammation of the bowels; but although 
checked, sinking chills supervened, and he gradually passed 
away. A few evenings before his death, after family prayer, he 
was exceedingly happy, and enjoyed a manifestation of Divine 
love beyond what he had ever experienced. His mental powers 
remained unclouded to the last, and the night preceding his de- 
parture — having arranged his worldly matters, and committing 
his wife and child to the mercy and protection of a covenant- 
keeping God — in conversation with his attending physician, he 
said, “I now see in a light as I never saw before the relation and 
bearing of the actions of my life to the eternal world, and I feel 
all is well, and I am prepared to go.” To brother Webster he 
said, “I am coasting Jordan.” To the question, “Do you feel 
that your confidence is in God?” he replied, “Yes, and growing 
stronger.” After a little he said, “If I should not recover, tell 
the brethren of the Conference that I have fought like a sol- 
dier, and fall at my post.” Speaking of his love for his minis- 
terial brethren, he said, “We shall soon meet again.” He then 
remarked, “I have had some very severe conflicts, but I shall 
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conquer at last. Jesus reigns. Rejoice not over me, 0 mine 
enemy ! though I fall I shall rise again.” Thus, calm in the 
assurance of acceptance with God through the merits of the 
Redeemer, he passed from the scenes of toil and conflict to the 
realms of rest and immortal triumph, December 4, 1861. 

He was buried near his residence in Tippecanoe, Miami county, 
a large concourse attending his funeral, evincing the high regard 
entertained for him by the community. He has left a wife and 
child to mourn their irreparable loss. May the God of all grace 
watcli over them, comfort them in their hour of bereavement, 
and bring them to a happy reunion with the absent loved one on 
Canaan’s peaceful shore! W. H. 



MEMOIR OF REV. JOSEPH NEWSON. 

Rev. Joseph Newson, of the Cincinnati Conference, died at 
the parsonage, in New Carlisle, May 20, 1862. 

Brother Newson was born November 4, 1808, in Washington 
county, Maryland, and emigrated with his father’s family to Mor- 
row county, Ohio, in 1826. He was converted at a camp meet- 
ing, about a mile west of Mt. Gilead, Ohio, September 16, 1830. 
He was licensed to exhort July 23, 1831, and to preach, July 28, 
1832. At a quarterly meeting conference, held in Mt. Gilead, 
July 6, 1833, he was recommended for the traveling connection. 

His first appointment was Findlay mission, James Gilruth, pre- 
siding elder. He labored a number of years in Western Vir- 
ginia. Among his other appointments are Newark station, He- 
bron, Thornville, Rehoboth, Addison, King’s Creek, and Fletcher 
circuits, Piqua and Springfield stations, Union, Jamestown, and 
New Carlisle circuits. He was united happily in marriage with 
Miss Mary Grafton June 14, 1843. 

Brother Newson’s religious experience was clear. He has often 
been heard to say, “We know that we have passed from death 
unto life.” And he preached a religion which he truly felt. His 
call to the ministry was clear and satisfactory. A few months 
before his death, when in company with some who doubted a 
special call to the ministry, being asked as to his call, he replied, 
most emphatically, “If I did not firmly believe that God had 
called me to the work of the ministry I would never preach an- 
other sermon.” His preaching was evangelical. He never went 
away from the Gospel for the subjects of his ministrations. 
“Jesus and the resurrection ” were the themes in which he de- 
lighted. These he presented with such power that his congrega- 
tions felt that truly a man of God was ministering to them. 
His preaching was characterized by clearness, energy, and pathos. 
There are few, if any, places where he has labored that he has 
not left many who have been brought to Jesus through his instru- 
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mentality. He labored for souls, and God gave him his hire. 
As a pastor he was faithful, encouraging the timid, dealing with 
the wayward kindly, but firmly. He labored earnestly to build 
up the membership in the faith, reclaim the backslidden, 
and to keep all in the fold of the Church he so dearly loved. 
His intercourse with the people of his charge was such as to 
commend him to their confidence as a Christian, and to their 
esteem as a gentleman, and their love as a friend. 

Sunday, April 20th, he preached in great pain, and it was with 
difficulty he reached home after the service. This was his last 
sermon. His disease — prostration of the nutritive system — was 
such that no one thought him dangerous till it had somewhat 
affected his mind, causing a stupor, from which he could only be 
aroused for intervals of a few moments. When aroused he talked 
freely and intelligently. When it was first announced to him that 
his physician thought it highly probable that he could not re- 
cover, he said, “ 1 know I am very sick; I know I may not 
recover. I would like to live longer with my dear family, if it 
is the will of God, but I am ready to go.” 

When asked if the religion which he had preached to others 
sustained him now, he replied with emphasis, “I have not fol- 
lowed a cunningly-devised fable. I have looked over the road, 
to the grave many a time, and now it is not dark — it's all light. 
Not a cloud hovers over my spiritual horizon. All is bright.” 

This is the character of the testimony he gave of his state of 
mind during his entire illness. During his sickness he had 
severe chills at irregular intervals, and on the morning of Tues- 
day, May 20th, he had a severe one, from which he sunk rapidly 
till about two o’clock, P. M., when he quietly closed his eyes in 
death. 

In brother Newson’s death many will feel that they have lost a 
faithful friend, the Conference one of its most honored members, 
and the Church an excellent pastor and a faithful minister. 
Brother Newson leaves a wife and three little children to the 
care, the sympathy, and the prayers of the Church. 
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preachers’ names.
